expected that he ſhould have been u- 
| ſed with that reſpect which is dueto 
 aCommiſkioner of the Parliament of 
| Scotland; but weareherein extremely 
| diſappointed : for on Saturday morn- 
ing early,before A _— 
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of his bed a great many ſoldiers ruſh- 
edinto his chamber, and coming to 
his bed-ſide, defired him ſpeedily to 


be gone without any delay. He re- | 
preſented unto them his imploy- | 


ment, that hee was there in the capa- 


city of a Commiſitoner of Scotland to 
attend his Majeſtie, that he had reſol- 


ved togoaway that morning, and in- 


treated he might havetheliberty firſt 


to ſpeak with his Majeſty * Which 


they would not grant, but violently 


inſiſted, that what they demanded 


might forthwith be put in execution, 


and would not hearken to any reaſon 
he oftered'unto them, telling him it 


was paſt diſpute, 1t was refolved upon 


what they did herein would beown- 
ed by the Army , and they would 
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maintanit ;with otherexprefsions of

Weehave | 
formely repreſented unto the Hono- | 
rable Houſes, how his Majeſty was |S 
carried away from Holdenhy by a par- |tl 
ty of Sir Thomas Fairfax his Army |t 
__ (whichthe fouldiers before mention- 
eddid onSaturday laſt before theEarl 
of Lauderdail and ſome of the &om- |fi 
musſ1oners of both Houſes, own to be [ir 
theact of the whole Souldiery of the |h 
Army). Weedid likewiſe acquaint ; 


the Houſes how our Letters to Scot- {i 
land were intercepted by ſome of that 
Army. 
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wjuries , they offered violence to a
